New Strength for Johnson 


Seen in Vigorous New Aide

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Marvin D. Watson, the Texas steel executive who is ex­ 
pected to join President Johnson’s White House staff, is a 
man who has already labored hard and long for Lyndon. 
The President reportedly does not like to have his little 
surprises printed before he is ready to spring them. Yet it 
is considered unlikely he will reverse himself on Watson just 
to confound those who have said he would soon be taken on. 
The reason: Watson’s talents have been freshly demon­ 
strated to Johnson in recent mor fhs, and the President is in 
serious need of them. 
Watson is vice president of the Lone Star Steel Co. in 
Longview, Tex. Those who have seen him at work describe 
him as a superior adm inistrator and organizer. 


IN A SENSE HE WOULD REPLACE the unfortunate Walt 
er Jenkins, the President’s administrative assistant, who re­ 
signed after disclosure he had twice been arrested on morals 
charges. 
But Watson, though evidently quiet and calm about it, is 
regarded as considerably more forceful and aggressive than 
Jenkins. He would almost certainly have a larger role and 
possibly even dip into policy matters. 
This stocky Texan proved himself this summer. A month 
before it was time to nominate Johnson at Atlantic City, con­ 
vention plans were in chaos. Watson unobtrusively took over 
and whipped the effort into shape. 
Wholly out of the convention spotlight. Watson worked 
during the crucial weeks in a small Convention Hall office 
he shared with another man, Clifton Carter. Convention 
figures beat a path to his door. 
Watson also played a major part in the President’s fall 
campaigning. He really put together several of the big trips. 
Most of the time he accompanied the President on the road 
Through it all, Watson stayed out of the news. 


THE PRESIDENT’S HEAVY RELIANCE UPON HIM was 
not altogether new. In the spring of 1960, Watson helped 
Johnson in his futile attempt to wrest the Democratic nom­ 
ination from John F. Kennedy and again gave LBJ a big lift 
that fall in his vice presidential campaign. 
Watson’s ability to take command of large operations which 
are threatening to become unraveled is widely remarked. 
The unruffled efficiency with which he sets these situations 
straight leads some sources to suggest he may be uniquely 
equipped for close daily association with the rough-riding 
Johnson. 
Stories persist, annoying though they be to the President, 
that Lyndon Johnson often drives and lashes his working 
intimates to the breaking point. 
From all accounts, Watson sounds like a man who could 
hold his own. even in the President's stormiest moments. 
A friend of the President who knows and admires Watson 
is nevertheless a bit concerned over his political outlook. 
Says the friend: 
: I just wish he were not quite so conservative as he seems 
to be.”

However, the new law permits 
only $200 of the $300 personal 
part of the loss to be deducted 
on tax returns. 
Mr. Bookwalter said that the 
property losses arising from 
fire, storm or other casualty 
or theft are covered by the law.

Commission on Education 
Has Plan to Expand and 
Improve Higher Education 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
Missouri legislators got a plea 
Friday to expand and improve 
the state’s higher educational 
system without delay. 
The State 
Commission on 
Higher Education presented its 
first report Thursday to Gov. 
John Dalton and Gov.-elect War­ 
ren E. Hearnes. Copies were 
mailed to every legislator. 
Immediate action is needed, 
j the commission said, to meet 
{ Missouri's fast growing needs 
i^it all levels beyond the high 
.school - junior colleges, state 
colleges 
a n d 
universities, 


increase 
in operating appro­ 
priations for the next two years 
and capital improvements cost­ 
ing $37 million at once, ft said 
a long range study will be made 
of other capital needs later but 
the state cannot afford to wait 
for that. 
The 55 per cent operating in­ 
crease would include 31.4 per 
cent to cover enrollment growth 
burgeoning fast, and 23.6 per 
cent for 
program 
improve­ 
ments - mostly for faculty 
needs. 
In dollars that would mean an 
increase in general revenue ap­ 
propriations from $85.5 million 
in 
the current 
biennium to 
$132.5 
million. 
Allotments 
from college funds would in­ 
crease to $4.3 million. 
Where is the money coming 
from? 
The commission did not go in­ 
to that legislative problem. But 
state fiscal experts have esti­ 
mated there will be about $130 
million 
more 
in 
general 
revenue for the next biennium 
than the current one because 
of natural growth and increased 
sales tax collections. 
The commission is headed by 
R. Lang Rogers, Joplin publish­ 
er, and its executive director is 
Dr. Ben Morton. They and Dr. 
Elmer Ellis, president of the 
University of Missouri, and Dr. 
Earl E, Dawson, president of 
Lincoln University, presented 
report to Gov. Dalton Thursday. 
The report said Missouri has 
a good chance to develop a log­ 
ical and consistent system of 
higher education. But it cau­ 
tioned against rushing into new 
programs. 
“ The commission 
f e e l s 


strongly," it said, “ that great 
care should be exercised over 
approximately the next 
tw o 
years in initiating major and 
costly new programs or insti­ 
tutions. Most areas of the state 
can be reasonably well served 
. . . by existing institutions and 
arrangem ents. 
“ Slight delay is preferable 
to proliferation and the attend­ 
ant waste and inefficiency." 
The commission did not com­ 
ment in its first report on pro­ 
posals to set up M. U. branches 
at St. Joseph, Joplin and in the 
Bootheel area. That is expected 
to be covered in another'beporb 
to be issued Monday. 
But it did say the residence 
centers being maintained at 
West Plains by Southwest State 
College and at Maiden by South- 
east State should be continued 
for the time being. 
It added, however, the resi­ 
dence center of Central State at 
Independence should be 
re­ 
tained only until the expand­ 
ing Kansas City metropolitan 
junior college district 
can 
handle the enrollment. 
A pattern of emphasis on 
more and more graduate study 
emerged from the report as the 
needs increase in this field. 
ft said the University of Mis­ 
souri should stress graduate 
study and research even if that 
means imposing stiffer 
en­ 
trance requirements to limit 
undergraduate enrollment. 
Meanwhile the state colleges 
and Lincoln University should 
expand graduate programs at 
the m asters’ level for teachers' 
degrees in all fields. 
Other recommendations in­ 
cluded: 
A $100 per semester fee in­ 
crease for out-of-state students 
at Lincoln and the five colleges 
starting next fall—a change al­ 
ready agreed to by the admin­ 
istrators of those schools. 
A 25 per cent increase in state 
aid for junior colleges, which 
would mean more than a million 
dollar increase over present al­ 
lotments. 
A separate study, to start as 
soon as a consultant can be 
found, on the problem of tech­ 
nical-terminal education in vo­ 
cational skills beyond the high 
school. The commission said 
practically no up to date infor­ 
mation exists on this subject 


now. 
In its capital improvements 
recommendations, the commis­ 
sion said maintenance of exist­ 
ing facilities is the most imme­ 
diate need. 
It figured almost $26 million 
will be needed from state gen­ 
eral revenue and some $11 mil­ 
lion from federal funds, includ­ 
ing an estimated $7 million 
from the 1963 Higher Education 
Facilities Act. 
One of the big projects would 
be an $800,000 building at Co- 
lumbia from state funds as an 
administration center for the 
whole M. U. system. 
The 1963 legislature added 
branches at Kansas City and St. 
Louis and also made the Rolla 
School of Mines a branch cam­ 
pus. 
The

legislature also 
passed a bill to set up addition­ 
al branches at St. Joseph and 
Joplin but GdvT Dàttdn. vetoed 
it.

Gambling is a part of hu­ 
man nature. This sounds like 
a shocking thing for a min­ 
ister to say, because gambl­

associated with vice 
and racketeers. K has come to 
mean an ignoble attem pt to get 
something for nothing, and a 
preying on a weakness of hu­ 
man nature. 
Those soldiers at the cross 
symbolize an inherent human 
sickness and a perversion of a 
noble human impulse. Their 
gambling was a perversion, for 
the greatness of humanity lies 
in its irresistible impulse to 
risk something for unprovable 
goals. Every great achievement 
is made by men and women who 
dare to commit their lives and 
fortunes to enterprises they 
think worthy of their final .de­ 
votion . 
Everyone of us is betting on 
something. Each is taking his 
life as dice and throwing it 
for some prize. There is some­ 
thing each of us considers more

• in life, so he spends himself 
: to get an education. 
Another 
• gambles his life that money is 
: the greatest thing, so he gives 
; his time and strength to get 
it. Another lays his life on 
fun. Another places his bet on 
power •* security. 
You 
cannot 
walk down the 
street without taking risks. You 
cannot conduct a business with­ 
out venture, for there is 110 in­ 
fallible way of knowing if a 
policy or an investment will 
succeed. 
The 
farmer 
is 
a 
gambler, for how can he tell if 
the weather will destroy his 
crops or bring them to har­ 
vest? 
The 
Christian min­ 
istry in a sense is a gamble. 
I do not know that you will 
pay my salary or respond to 
my appeals. I agree with the 
person 
who 
says 
life 
is a 
gamble on whatever level you 
live it. 
Maybe our victory over the 
evtft uf gumming «nr rom r : 
through transforming a cheap 
kind of gambling into a noble 
kind. Wise people do not re­ 
bel against this rule, for if 
life 
had 
no 
uncertainties 
it could have no zest, and we 
would 
have 
no 
growth 
or 
progress. 
So here is my argument to­ 
day: This necessity to gamble, 
to take risks, to venture also 
holds in the higher matters of 
the soul. 
Columbus believed he could 
reach the East Indies by sailing 
west, and he risked everything 
he had on that belief. He bet 
diis life. Orville Wright bet his 
¡life that men could fly. The 
astronauts bet their lives that 
space capsules would orbit the 
.earth. 
' 
Faith of any kind implies 
’.risks. Even science lives on 
•the risks involved in frith. We 
•have 
talked 
much 
nonsense 
iabout science dealing only with 
¿what can be proved. But every 
¡scientific theory is a leap of 
•frith, a gamble. The so-called 
¿laws of science are general, 
•ities based on a certain num- 
*ber of experiments which a re 
¡seldom ever final. When 
it 
comes to the ultimate nature 
of the universe, science like 
everything else has to move 


beyond the frets. 
Now, if this law holds true 
in everything else, shall we 
risk something for our C hris­ 
tian frith? 
Shall we live for the noisy 
world or for the still 
sm all 
voice of conscience? 
Shall 
we live for the moment or for 
eternity? 
Shall we live for the 
flesh or for the spirit? 
Reason 
offers 
s o m e 
guidance. Isn’t it just as rea­ 
sonable to believe that a uni­ 
verse which has brought forth 
personal life is governed by 
a personal God, as to believe 
that all creation is a galvan­ 
ized spasm ? 
Isn’t it just as 
intelligent to judge life by the 
spirit of Jesus as to judge 
it by a devilishness 
t h a t 
gam bles at the foot of the cro ss. 
But reason cannot prove, ei­ 
ther by logic or scientific dem­ 
onstration, that conscience is a 
better treasu re than cash, that 
unselfishness is better than sel- 
fishness, that love is better than 
hate, that giving is better than 
getting. If it could, men might 
be good for common-sense sake. 
Nol we must take the risk, 
betting the soul against the 
body, the spirit against 
the 
flesh, eternity against tim e, 
goodness against evil. We are 
gam blersl 
But there were other gam ­ 
b lers besides the soldiers at 
the crucifixion. Caiaphas and 
Pilate also gambled. They gam­ 
bled on the frith that the sword 
rules, might is stronger than 
spirit, death is the end of a 
man, selfishness brings joy to 
the selfish. They bet that God 
was not looking, or if He was 
He did not care. They would 
have said: “ It is a sure thing, 
like money in the bank. It is in 
the bag.” They could not m iss— 
so they thought. But I w onder- 
was there a hidden player on 
the other side of the 
board? 
Was the game fixed before they 
w ere born? Would you say they 
won? 
Now let me say shockingly, 
yet reverently there was an­ 
other gam bler at Calvary. Je­ 
sus also gambled.

take a leap, play the long shots. 
He insisted that only he who 
takes a chance of losing his 
life shall really find it. There 
you have an overturning of our 
human wisdom a n d logic. “ Lose 
to Win” was His philosophy. 
Let a man risk losing his 
life in lowly service while oth­ 
e rs clam or for name and fame. 
Let him risk losing his life in 
succoring 
human need while 
others seek self-ag g ran d ize­ 
ment. 
That’s 
t h e 
way 
Jesus 
gambled, and that’s the w a/you 
and I must gamble as his fol­ 
low ers. 
Could anyone have guessed 
on that first Good Friday that 
Jesus would come back? 
His 
death was more than death. It 
was an oblivion of sham e. But 
Caiaphas and Pilate are now 
rem em bered o n ly because their 


victim, Jesus, is not forgotten. 
TTiey gambled and lost. He 
gambled and won!

are 
gambling too on 
something — good or bad. Are 
you losing or winning? 
Studdert-Kennedy has given 
us this immortal verse:

He was a gam bler, too, 
C hrist. 
He took His life and threw

There are many definitions 
of religion, but one of the best 
I have heard was given to us 
by Donald Hankey who wrote:

How a re you betting?

I read of a Doctor in a lit­ 
tle northern town on one of the 
Canadian lakes, who last win­ 
ter heard of an epidemic on a 
lonely island out in the lake.

No boat could go through those 
40 miles of ice. P erh ap san air­ 
plane would make it, but the a ir­ 
port was poor enough in the 
sum m er and almost im possible 
in the w inter. Yet he persuaded 
a pilot to make the trip , and 
they made it without cracking 
up. Was it worth the risk? Rea­ 
son could have been enlisted on 
the side of safety.

If you are willing 
to take the risk, God wants you, 
Centenary wants you, 1

you. But 
it must be all or 
nothing. What is the word of 
the gambling world? “ Shoot the 
w orks.”

That’s it! 
But on this high level, we 
put it this way: 
“ Are ye able,” said the Mas­

“ To be crucified with me?” 
“ Yea,” the sturdy dream ers 
answered

King Arthur and Queen Gune- 
vere are said to be buried under 
the carpet of g rass that now 
grows around p illars of What 
was a vast cathedral.

“ Again this year the Post Of­ 
fice has issued a highly com­ 
mercialized stamp which pur­ 
ports to convey the ‘spirit* of 
Christmas but which in no way 
symbolizes the true meaning of 
Christm as.” 
He has urged for years, Laird 
said, and m the past has intro­ 
duced legislation f alling on the 
Post Office Department to use 
the Natnitj scene on its annual 
Christmas stamp. 
The Post Office Department's 
special 
stamp 
committee, 
Laird said, turned down t h e 
Natvity scene for a Christmas 
stamp on the basis that it would 
commemorate a religious holi­ 
day. 
“ This argument has no rele­ 
vance to this issue," he wrote. 
“ Christmas is celebrated each 
year to honor the birthday of 
Jesus Christ. Even those who 
do not acknowledge Him as the 
Son of God recognize that He 
was a great figure in history. 
“ A Christmas stamp com­ 
memorating His b i r t h d a y 
should in some way convey that 
fact and not the commercialized 
symbol of a Christm as tree or 
Santa Claus." 
Christ is the spiritual leader 
of millions of Americans and of

Laird said. 
Christmas m ailers will have 
a choice of four seasonal red 
and green 5-cent stamps. The 
Post Office Department says 
the design is the first time in 
its history that such a four-in- 
one issue has been offered. 


Cold and

The Weather Bureau said to­

warm er, amid scattered 
snow. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
touring evacuation centers in 
the Schenectady area Sunday 
night, declared, “ We've had ice 
storms before, but none has 
ever been as l>ad as this." 
He was talking about a com­ 
bination of freezing ram, snow 
and ice accumulation that be­ 
gan Friday and that, by late 
Sunday night, froze community 
activities — from high school 
basketball games to worship 
services—to a stop.

ST. LOUIS (AP)—A constitu­ 
tional amendment prohibiting 
the Missouri General Assembly 
from acting on legislation for 60 
days after a governor's inaug­ 
uration will be introduced by 
State Sen. John J. Johnson. 
Johnson, a St. Louis County 
Democrat, said he was “ having 
all phases of this proposal re­ 
searched thoroughly by experts 
so that I may present a well- 
rounded and complete plan for 
consideration as soon as possi­ 
ble." 
Johnson said in an interview 
his plan is necessary because 
the 
new 
governor has only 
about two months after his elec­ 
tion “ to prepare recommenda­ 
tions on a budget, set up his ad­ 
ministration and otherwise for­ 
mulate a program under which 
the state will operate during 
the next biennium. 
“ It is grossly unfair to expect 
an incoming governor to cope 
as adequately as he should with 
the many problems he must 
face immediately upon assump­ 
tion of office when he has only 
two months to prepare." 


The senator, who won re-elec­ 
tion to a second term last 
month, added that members of 
the General Assembly, “ many 
of them new, are being sworn in 
at the same time as the gover­ 
nor 
and 
immediately 
must 
plunge into consideration and 
passage of legislation. 
Under 
Johnson's proposal, 
after members of the General 
ssembly are sworn in and the 
inauguration of the governor, 
formalities of organizing the 
legislature would then be com­ 
pleted. 


Johnson suggests that after 
the legislature is organized it 
should then recess until March 
1, at which time it would recon­ 
vene to hear recommendations 
from the chief executive and 
begin considerating and acting 
on legislation. 
During 
the 
interim, 
bills 
could be introduced and copies 
mailed to each legislator for 
study prior to reconvening on 
March 1. Johnson also recom­ 
mended an April 
1 deadline 
for introducing bills. 
“ It would eliminate to a great 
degree the present situation

members 
of 
l>oth 
houses find a flood of bills pour­ 
ing in on them in such quan-

The senator, who won re-elec­ 
tion to a 
second term last 
month, added that members of 
the General Assembly, “ many 
of them new, are being sworn in 
at the same time as tile gover­ 
nor 
and 
immediately 
must 
plunge into consideration and 
passage of legislation. 
Under 
Johnson's proposal, 
after members of the General 
Assembly are sworn in and the 
inauguration of the governor, 
formalities of organizing the 
legislature would then be com­ 
pleted. 


Johnson suggests that after 
the legislature is organized it 
should then recess until March 
I, at which time it would recon­ 
vene to hear recommendations 
from the chief executive and 
begin consecrating and acting 
on legislation.

Scores of C rim e S y n d i c a t e 
Bombings Warn 
Against At­ 
tem pts to C rack Labor Rackets 
Chicago; 
— It sounded much 
like Saigon, but it was in subur­ 
ban Proviso township, Illinois, 
that the black jxiwder bomb ex­ 
ploded the other Sunday evening. 
Apparently te r r o r by night can 
no more be halted in the center 
of this nation than it can in the 
heartland ol Viet Nam. 


The blast 
which wrecked a 
restau ran t by blowing out an 
entire wall and digging a nine- 
loot hole in the concrete floor 
was the eleventh such attack by 
bomb o r arson in the past four 
months, the 37th such assault 
on a restau ran t since Jan. 1962 
and the 80th bombing in less 
than two y ears in this area. 
Though Chicago sw arm s with 
city, county, state and private 
investigators, not one ot these 
crim es has been solved. The 
latest attack was on the new 
Homestead 
restaurant 
n o w 
being built by Ashley Ricketts 
who testified before the Mc­ 
Clellan labor rackets com m it­ 
tee on July 16, 1958. 
The Ricketts people have been 
in the 
catering business for 
years yet the Homestead owner 
told authorities that he knew no 
reason for the attack on his 
property. Neither 
did 
the 
owners of the other restauran ts, 
taverns and gin mills w h i c h 
have been blasted o r burned. 
Millions of dollars worth of 
such p ro p ertie s has been de­ 
stroyed in the heart of Chicago 
and in its suburbs. Yet, as one 
authority put it, "It is unbe­ 
lievable what has happened and 
that no one will talk o r that a 
real 
suspect 
has 
not l>een 
found.” 
No local or federal authority 
will speculate on the record, 
but th e re ’s no doubt some of 
them 
believe 
this 
is 
the 
Chicago 
crim e 
syndicate's 
warning to all com ers not to 
believe 
that 
the tightest and 
toughest gangland 
of 
all is 
cracking or can be penetrated 
as other Cosa Nostra bands 
have been. 
Apparently the mob which has 
been deep in the labor, supply, 
trucking, construction and en­ 
tertainm ent rackets here has 
succeeded 
in

pregnable. None of its top lead­ 
e rs has been jailed. None has 
disappeared,

"B a n a n a s.” None has been a s ­ 
sassinated, as was Albert (the 
Executioner) A nastasia. 
They are known to snear at 


the E astern Cosa Nostra units, 
many of whose leaders are in 
prison or are under tough in­ 
dictm ents. 
Typical 
of t h e 
troubles besetting the E astern 
" c ro w d " is the coming trial of 
the powerful trucking and g a r­ 
ment 
shop 
operator, J a m e s 
Plum eri, alias Jim m ie Doyle, 
uncle of Johnny Dio. The latter 
was named by Joe Valachi as a 
force 
in the Cosa N ostra who 
once 
was powerful in a se rie s 
ot unions. 
Doyle is an ex-convict whose 
tax trial soon will make head­ 
lines in New York City. This 
is 
a federal indictment. Thus 
the U. S. government has been 
able to zero in on a man who 
refused to deny or affirm he 
was 
a m em ber ot the Mafia 
when he w'as questioned by the 
McClellan comm ittee on July 
3, 1958. 
The Chicago 
syndicate 
has 
been able to stay out of the 
federal reach by sticking to its 
bombing and 
arson 
tactics. 
These are local and state vio­ 
lations. 
However, the Justice Dept’s 
O rganized C rim e and Rackets 
section has a plan to counter 
the te r r o r if it can get the new 
Congress to heed the despera­ 
tion of the restau ra te u rs, sm all 
businessm en 
and 
legitimate 
unions. 
It can be revealed that the de­ 
partm ent has prepared a bill 
which would amend the “ travel 
law” passed on.Sept. 13, 1961. 
This law makes it a crim e to 
c ro s s state lines, or go beyond 
U. S. liorders, or use any fa­ 
cilities of interstate and for­ 
eign com m erce, including the 
m ails, with intent to distribute 
the profits of unlawful activity. 
It is also a federal crim e, un­ 
der this law, to commit any 
violence 
to further 
unlawful 
activities across state lines or 
to facilitate, prom ote, manage 
o r establish means for carrying 
on unlawful activity across state 
lines. 
The Justice Department wants 
to add arson to the law, as well 
as 
the bombing 
of business

federal law. 
This would enable the FBI 
to move in. If the bureau could

crack the Chicago te rro ris ts — 
and prove that te r r o r by night 
can be wiped out of our land.

Medical people have foundth.it 
one of the biggest obstacles to 
getting people to take proven-* 
five health 
measures

This was the most important 
fact to come out of an 18-

three diseases of varying sev­ 
erity: tooth decay, tuberculosis 
and cancer. 
In each case, the majority felt 
that other people were more 
likely to contact the diseases 
than they themselves. But with 
the most serious of the three, 
"the thought of contracting can­ 
cer would seem to be . . . so 
painful that almost a third of 
the jieople . . . could not admit 
it at all.” 
With suclr an attitude, it Is no 
surprise that 90 per cent of the 
interviews had not had a cancer 
test during the previous 
IO 
years. 
The researchers recommend 
that health educators place less 
emphasis on the seriousness 
of cancer and TB and start _ 
stressing science’s 
growing 
ability to detect and cure these 
diseases in their early stages, 
even before any symptoms are 
evident.

Scores of Crim e S y n d ic a te 
Bombings Warn 
Against At­ 
tempts to Crack Labor Rackets 
Chicago; 
- - It sounded much 
like Saigon, but it was insubur­ 
ban Proviso township, Illinois, 
that the black {powder bomb ex­ 
ploded the other Sunday evening. 
Apparently te rro r by night can 
no more be halted iii the center 
of this nation than it can in the 
heartland ol Viet Nam. 


The blast which wrecked a 
restaurant by blowing out an 
entire Wall and digging a nine- 
foot hole in the concrete floor 
was the eleventh such attack by 
bomb or arson in the past four 
months, the 37th such assault 
on a restaurant since Jan. 1902 
and the 80th bombing in less 
than two years in this area. 
Though Chicago swarms with 
city, county, state and private 
investigators, not one of these 
crim es has been solved. The 
latest attack was on the new 
Homestead 
restaurant 
now 
being built by Ashley Ricketts 
who testified before the Mc­ 
Clellan labor rackets commit­ 
tee on July 16, 1958. 
The Ricketts people have been 
in the 
catering business for 
years yet the Homestead owner 
told authorities that he knew no 
reason for the attack on his 
property. 
Neither 
did 
the 
owners of the other restaurants, 
taverns and gin mills which 
have been blasted or burned. 
Millions of dollars worth of 
such properties has been de­ 
stroyed in the heart of Chicago 
and in its suburbs. Yet, as one 
authority put it, “ It is unbe­ 
lievable what has happened and 
that no one will talk or that a 
real 
suspect 
has not been 
found.” 
No local or federal authority 
will speculate on the record, 
but there’s no doubt some of

many of whose leaders are in 
prison or are under tough in­ 
dictments. 
Typical

tr o u b le s besetting the Eastern 
"crow d” is the coming trial of 
the powerful trucking and gar­ 
ment 
shop 
operator, J a m e s 
Plumeri, alias Jimmie Doyle, 
uncle of Johnny Dio. The latter 
was named by Joe Valachi as a 
force 
in the Cosa Nostra who 
once 
was powerful in a series 
of unions. 
Doyle is un ex-convict whose 
tax trial soon will make head­ 
lines in New York City. This 
is 
a federal indictment. Thus 
the U. S. government has been 
able to zero in on a man who 
refused to deny or affirm he 
was a member ol the Mafia 
when he was questioned by the 
McClellan committee on July 
3, 1958. 
The Chicago 
syndicate 
has 
been able to stay out of the 
federal reach by sticking to its 
bombing and 
arson 
tactics. 
These are local and state vio­ 
lations. 
However, the Justice Dept’s 
Organized Crime and Rackets 
section has a plan to counter 
the te rro r if it can get the new 
Congress to heed the despera­ 
tion of the restaurateurs, small 
businessmen

unions. 
It can be revealed that the de­ 
partment has prepared a bill 
which would amend the "travel 
law” passed on.Sept. 13, 1961. 
This law makes it a crime to 
cross state lines, or go beyond

eign commerce, including the 
mails, with intent to distribute 
the profits of unlawful activity. 
It is also a federal crime, un­ 
der this law, to commit any

lines. 
The Justice Department wants 
to add arson to the law, as well 
as 
the bombing 
of business 
which results in fires. Thus 
the use of materials originating

crim e. Or the importation of 
thugs to set the fires would 
also fall 
under federal law. 
This would enable the FBI 
to move in. If the bureau could 
trace the arsonists, it could 
crack the Chicago te rro ris ts_ 
and prove that terror by night 
can be wiped out of our land.

Commission on Education 
Has Plan to Expand and 
Improve Higher Education

It 
rc e nt 
increase 
in operating appro­ 
priations for the next two years 
and capital im provem ents cost­ 
ing $37 million at once. It said 
a long range study will be made 
of other capital needs later but 
the state cannot afford to wait 
for that. 
TTie 55 per cent operating in­ 
crease would include 31.4 per 
cent to cover enrollm ent growth 
burgeoning fast, and 23.6 per 
cent 
for 
program 
improve­ 
ments - mostly for faculty 
needs. 
In dollars that would mean an 
increase in general revenue ap­ 
propriations from $85.5 million 
in 
the 
current 
biennium to 
$132.5 
m illion. 
Allotments 
from college ftinds would in­ 
crease to $4.3 million. 
Where is the money coming 
from? 
Hie commission did not go in­ 
to that legislative problem. But 
state fiscal experts have esti­ 
mated there will be about $130 
million 
more 
in 
general 
revenue for the next biennium 
than the current one because 
of natural growth and increased 
sales tax collections. 
The commission is headed by 
R. Lang Rogers, Joplin publish­ 
er, and its executive director is 
Dr. Ben Morton. They and Dr. 
Elmer E llis, president of the 
University of Missouri, and Dr. 
Earl E. Dawson, president of 
Lincoln University, presented 
report to Gov. Dalton Thursday. 
The report said M issouri has 
a good chance to develop a log­ 
ical and consistent system of 
higher education. But it cau­ 
tioned against rushing into new 
program s. 
“ The com m ission 
f e e l s 


strongly,” it said, “ that great 
care should be exercised over 
approxim ately the next 
t w o 
years in initiating m ajor and 
costly new program s or insti­ 
tutions. Most areas of the state 
can be reasonably well served 
. . . by existing institutions and 
arrangem ents. 
“ Slight delay is preferable 
to proliferation and the attend­ 
ant waste and inefficiency.” 
The com mission did not com­ 
ment in its first report on pro­ 
posals to set up M. U. branches 
at St. Joseph, Joplin and in the 
Bootheel area. That is expected 
to by covered in another’beport' 
to be issued Monday. 
But it did say the residence 
centers 
being 
maintained at 
West. Plains by Southwest State 
College and at Malden by South­ 
east State should be continued 
for the time being. 
It added, however, the re si­ 
dence center of Central State at 
Independence should be 
re­ 
tained only until the expand­ 
ing Kansas City metropolitan 
junior college district 
can 
handle the enrollm ent. 
A pattern of em phasis on 
more and more graduate study 
em erged from the report as the 
needs increase in this field. 
It said the University of Mis­ 
souri should stre ss graduate 
study and research even if that 
means imposing stiffer 
en­ 
trance requirem ents to lim it 
undergraduate enrollm ent. 
Meanwhile the state colleges 
and Lincoln University should 
expand graduate program s at 
the m asters’ level for teachers’ 
degrees in all fields. 
Other recommendations in­ 
cluded: 
A $100 per sem ester fee in­ 
crease for out-of-state students 
at Lincoln and the five colleges 
starting next fall—a change al­ 
ready agreed to by the admin­ 
istra to rs of those schools. 
A 25 per cent increase in state 
aid for junior colleges, which 
would mean more than a million 
dollar increase over present al­ 
lotm ents. 
A separate study, to start as 
soon as a consultant can be 
found, on the problem of tech­ 
nical-term inal education in vo­ 
cational skills beyond the high 
school. The com mission said 
practically no up to date infor­ 
mation exists on this subject 


now. 
Li its capital improvements 
recom m endations, the com mis­ 
sion said maintenance of exist­ 
ing facilities is the most imme­ 
diate need.

gam bler, for how can he tell if 
the weather will destroy his 
crops or bring them to har- 
,vest? 
The 
Christian min­ 
istry in a sense is a gamble. 
I do not know that you will 
pay my salary or respond to 
my appeals. I agree with the 
person 
who 
says 
life 
is a 
gamble on whatever level you 
live it. 
Maybe our victory over the 
evmr-rrr ■ggmwTifg Tsm ‘ row 
through transform ing a cheap 
kind of gambling into a noble 
kind. Wise people do not re­ 
bel against this rule, for if 
life 
had 
no 
uncertainties 
it could have no zest, and we 
would 
have 
no 
growth 
or 
progress. 
So here is my argum ent to­ 
day: This necessity to gamble, 
to take risk s, to venture also 
holds in the higher m atters of 
the soul. 
Columbus believed he could 
reach the East Indies by sailing 
w est, and he risked everything 
he had on that belief. He bet 
.“h is life. Orville Wright bet his 
• life that men could fly. The 
astronauts bet their lives that 
space capsules would orbit the 
-earth. 
Faith of any kind im plies 
•risks. Even science lives on 
:the risks involved in faith. We 
;have 
talked 
much 
nonsense 
iabout science dealing only with 
^vhat can be proved. But every 
^scientific theory is a leap of 
ifcuth, a gamble. The so-called 
flaws of science are general­ 
itie s based on a certain uum- 
•ber of experim ents which a re 
^seldom ever final. When 
it 
comes to the ultim ate nature 
of the universe, science like 
everything else has to move 


beyond the facts. 
Now, if this law holds true 
in 
everything else, shall we 
risk something for our C hris­ 
tian faith? 
Shall we live for the noisy 
world or for the still 
sm all 
voice of conscience? 
Shall 
we live for the moment or for 
eternity? 
Shall we live for the 
flesh or for the spirit? 
Reason 
offers 
s o m e 
guidance. Isn't it just as rea­ 
sonable to believe that a uni­ 
verse which has brought forth 
personal life is governed by 
a personal God, as to believe 
that all creation is a galvan­ 
ized spasm ? 
Isn't it just as 
intelligent to judge life by the 
spirit of Jesus as to judge 
it by a devilishness 
t h a t 
gambles at the foot of the cross. 
But reason cannot prove, ei­ 
ther by logic or scientific dem­ 
onstration, that conscience is a 
better treasu re than cash, that 
unselfishness is better than sel­ 
fishness, that love is better than 
hate, that giving is better than 
getting. If it could, men might 
be good for common*sense sake. 
No! we must take the risk, 
betting the soul against the 
body, the spirit against 
the 
flesh, eternity against time, 
goodness against evil. We are 
gamblers! 
But there were other gam­ 
blers besides the soldiers at 
the crucifixion. Caiaphas and 
Pilate also gambled. They gam­ 
bled on the faith that the sword 
rules, might is stronger than 
spirit, death is the end of a 
man, selfishness brings joy to 
the selfish. They bet that God 
was not looking, or if He was 
He did not care. They would 
have said: “ It is a sure thing, 
like money 111 the liank. It is in 
the bag." They could not m iss- 
so they thought. But I wonder— 
was there a hidden player on 
the other side of the 
board? 
Was the game fixed before they 
were born? Would you say they 
won? 
Now let me say shockingly, 
yet reverently there was an­ 
other gam bler at Calvary. Je­ 
sus also gambled. 
While the soldiers were roll­ 
ing the dice for His garm ents, 
while Caiaphas and Pilate were 
gambling on the sword, Jesus 
bet his life, his soul—that love 
is stronger than hate,

out, take a risk, take a chance, 
take a leap, play the long shots. 
He insisted that only he who 
takes a chance of losing his 
life shall really find it. There 
you have an overturning of our 
human wisdom and logic. "L ose 
to W in" was His philosophy. 
Let a man risk losing his 
life in lowly service while oth­ 
ers clam or for name and fame. 
Let him risk losing his life in 
succoring 
human need while 
others seek se lf-a g g ra n d ize­ 
ment. 
T hat's 
t h e 
way 
Jesus 
gambled, and th at's the w a/yau 
and I must gamble as his fol­ 
low ers. 
Could anyone have guessed 
on that first Good Friday that 
Jesus would come back? 
His 
death was m ore than death. It 
was an oblivion of shame. But 
Caiaphas and Pilate are now 
rem em bered only because their 


victim, Jesus, is not forgotten. 
TTiey gambled and lost. He 
gambled and won! 
You 
are 
gambling too on 
something — good or bad. Are 
you losing or winning? 
Studdert-Kennedy has given 
us this im m ortal verse: 
“ And 
sitting 
down 
they 
watched him there, 
The soldiers did; 
There while they played with 
dice 
He made His sacrifice, 
Ami died upon the cross to 
rid 
God's world of sin. 


He was a gam bler, too, my 
C hrist. 
He took His life and threw 
It for a world redeem ed. 
And ere His agony was done, 
Before 
the 
westering sun 
went down, 
Crowning that day with crim ­ 
son crown, 
He knew that He had won." 
There are many definitions 
of religion, but one of the best 
I have heard was given to us 
by Donald Hankey who wrote: 
“ Religion is betting your life 
there is a God." 
When all our argum ents are 
made and ended, If you and I 
would be C hristians in more 
than name, we must bet our 
lives 
on 
God 
and 
Chris- 
tain causes. 
How are you betting? 
Like 
Caiaphas, like Pilate — 011 pet­ 
tiness, on position, 011 power, 


011 popularity, 011 prestige, on 
property? 
It is an old game, 
and our world is still busy at 
it, P ilate's game — 
' ‘whose game was em pires, 
and whose stakes were thrones, 
"whose table earth, 
whose 
dice were human bones. . 
Oh, my friends, do not bet 
that money or fame or fun will 
bring you happiness. If you 
do, you will lose, for all the 
cards are stacked against you. 
Do 
not 
bet 
tim e 
against 
eternity. Do not bet that God 
is not looking. Do not bet that 
you can keep your money for­ 
ever. Do not bet that you can 
sin and get by with it. Do not 
bet there is 
110 law of retri­ 
bution. Do not bet that you can 
have a death-bed conversion. 
Do not bet there is no heaven 
or hell. Those who play these 
odds always lose. 
Then how will you gamble? 
Like Christ? 
No, you cannot.

Take everything fine we are 
doing, attending church, par­ 
ticipating in its activities, con­ 
tributing to its financial budget, 
winning people to C hrist, min­ 
istering to human need. Now 
double all that. We will doubt­ 
less be doing about half what 
we should be doing. 
Why not take a chance 
on 
doubling everything we are do­ 
ing? 
For instance, why not 
risk tithing? $1.00 a week isn't 
much of a risk, is it? 
Why 
not risk talking with a friend 
or neighbor about C hrist? 
As I meet visitors and come 
to know new people many say 
to me: “ We intend 
to 
get 
started to church regularly. 
All we need is to get started." 
Let me challenge you to take 
the risk and get started. Faith- 
weather C hristians are not tak­ 
ing much risk, are they?

Soviet's Security Police 
Had Big Role in K Ouster

WASHINGTON (NEA> 
Kremlinologists here think the publicized promotions just 
announced by Soviet bosses Brezhnev and Kosygin are 
personal payoffs to men who helped oust Khrushchev. 
By this reasoning. Soviet security police (KGB) played a 
heavy part in the coup. Aleksandr N. Shelepin, Communist 
Party Secretariat member responsible for supervising the 
KGB, was made a full member of the ruling Presidium. 
V. Semichastny, chairman of the Committee for State 
Security and head of the KGB, was promoted to full 
membership on the Central Committee of the Communist 
party. 
^ 


The security police may thus play a stronger-than-previ- 
ously-predicted role in the Brezhnev-Kosygin regime. 
Kremlinologists talked to here find it “striking” that no 
military figures were rewarded in these payoffs. 
One analyst claims, rightly or wrongly, that this omission 
at this particular time “dispels the idea that the military 
played a key role” in the coup. His conclusion is now 
echoed by other analysts interviewed here who had previ­ 
ously conjectured a strong military part in Khrushchev’s 
ouster. (But no one argues the military didn’t favor the 
change or that military leaders on the Party Central Com­ 
mittee didn't vote for removing Mr. K.) 


THE RECALCULATIONS SEEM TO INDICATE, indeed, 
that party control over the Soviet military is being strength­ 
ened. A. S. Yepishev, party watchdog over the Red armed 
forces, for example, was just rewarded with a full member­ 
ship on the Communist Party Central Committee. 
The personal-reward nature of these promotions strength­ 
ens the belief here that the coup was a personal reach for 
power (by individuals and groups) rather than a fight for 
change in policies or methods, though, of course, policy 
changes may result. 
Kremlinologists see signs that attempts had been made for 
months to get Khrushchev to retire gracefully. But Khrush­ 
chev. the word goes, wouldn’t retire. 


THE HEAVY SPATE OF PROMOTIONS and purges ex 
pected in the next two months, it is believed, should keep 
the Soviet Union preoccupied internally for some time. 
The Kremlinologists interviewed here think the Russians 
will be so busy they won’t want anything to happen which 
will rock the boat with the West in the near future, regard­ 
less of harrassment Soviet leaders may develop later. 


This reorganizing won’t, of course, prevent Moscow lead­ 
ers from p u t t i n g out heavy packages of anti-Western 
propaganda. 
But these public diatribes are expected to be accompanied 
by continued private assurances from Moscow that Brezhnev 
and Kosygin want better relations with the United States. 
There is a growing tendency among some influential men 
in the State Department and Pentagon to believe those 
assurances. 
This growing t e n d e n c y to believe is being attacked 
strongly by other diplomats and military men as foolhardy. 
They cite evidence the Soviet Union continues to be a closed 
police state and that Red leaders consistently have broken 
faith with countries that believed their assurances.

Soviet's Security Police 
Had Big Role in K Ouster

WASHINGTON (NEA* 
Kremlinologists here think the publicized promotions just 
announced by Soviet bosses Brezhnev and Kosygin are 
personal payoffs to men who helped oust Khrushchev. 
By this reasoning, Soviet security police (KOBI played a 
heavy part in the coup. Aleksandr N. Shelepin, Communist 
Party Secretariat m em ber responsible for supervising the 
KGB, was made a full m em ber of the ruling Presidium 
V. 
Semichastny, chairman of the 
Committee 
for 
State 
Security and 
head of the KGB. was promoted to full 
membership on the Central Committee of the Communist 
party. 


The .security police may thus play a stronger-than-previ- 
ously-predicted role in the Brezhnev-Kosygin regime. 
K rem linologists talked to here find it “striking” that no 
military figures w ere rewarded in these payoffs. 
One analyst claims, rightly or wrongly, that this omission 
at this particular time “dispels the idea that the military 
played a key role” in the coup. 
His conclusion is now 
echoed by other analysts interviewed here who had previ­ 
ously conjectured a strong military part in Khrushchev’s 
ouster. 
(But no one argues the military didn’t favor the 
change or that military leaders on the Party Central Com­ 
mittee didn’t vote for removing Mr. K.) 


THE RECALCULATIONS SEEM TO INDICATE, indeed, 
that party control over the Soviet military is being strength­ 
ened. A. S. Yepishev, party watchdog over the Red armed 
forces, for example, was just rewarded with a full member­ 
ship on the Communist Party Central Committee. 
The personal-reward nature of these prom otions strength 
ens the belief here that the coup was a personal reaeh for 
power (by individuals and groups) rather than a fight for 
change in policies or m ethods, though, of course, policy 
changes may result. 
Kremlinologists see signs that attempts had been made foi 
months to get Khrushchev to retire gracefully. Rut Khrush­ 
chev. the word goes, wouldn’t retire. 


THE HEAVY SPATE OF PROMOTIONS and purges ex 
pected in the next two months, it is believed, should keep 
the Soviet Union preoccupied internally for some time. 
The K rem linologists interview ed here think the Russians 
will be so busy they won't want anything to happen which 
will rock the boat with the West in the near future, regard­ 
less of harrassment Soviet leaders may develop later. 


This reorganizing won t. of course, prevent Moscow lead­ 
ers from p u t t i n g out heavy packages of anti-Western 
propaganda. 
But these public diatribes are expected to be accompanied 
by continued private assurances from Moscow that Brezhnev 
and Kosygin want better relations with the United States. 
There is a growing tendency among some influential men 
in the State Department and Pentagon to believe those 
assurances. 
This growing t e n d e n c y to believe is being attacked 
strongly by other diplomats and military men as foolhardy. 
They cite evidence the Soviet Union continues to be a closed 
police state and that Red leaders consistently have broken 
faith with countries that believed their assurances.
